RUSSIA A N D HER NEIGHBORS. 
For a long while wars and rumors of 
w ars around the borders of soviet Russia 
have been gratifyingly few. 
Now, how­ 
ever, they seem to be starting up again, 
and there are indications that the soviet 
state is getting on bad terms with some of 
its neighbors. 
Many of the 
latter 
have 
long eyed 
Russia 
suspiciously. 
Russian 
promises and proposals 
which 
sounded 
.wonderful when they were made were too 
often found to be nothing but handsome 
[words. 
This, for instance, was China’s exper­ 
ience. 
When the soviet government was 
first established at Moscow it made the 
most enticing promises to the Chinese. The 
Moscow rulers 
were 
all for justice and 
peace, and the rights of the common man, 
and all that had been 
done 
under the 
Czarist regime 
was 
unqualifiedly 
bad. 
Hence Moscow was ready to give back to 
China all that the czars had obtained from 
her. 
But months passed and years passed, 
and China got back from Russia nothing of 
importance, and has now about made up 
her mind that she is not going to get any­ 
thing. Either the soviet rulers were bluff­ 
ing from the start or else they experienced 


r change of heart. 
Hence the Chinese government has fin­ 
ally declined to recognize 
soviet 
Russia, 
and has rejected the treaty recently signed 
by its representative committing it to that 
course. 
The result is, according fo Yeport, 
th at Russian Mongolian border and Siberia 
is full of 
warlike 
rumors. 
Meanwhile 
from another of the Russian 
frontier re­ 
gions come reports of serious friction be­ 
tween Russia 
and 
a neighboring state. 
The province of Bessarabia, long a bone of 
contention, is said to 
have 
become 
the 
scene of troop movements leading to seri­ 
ous fears of a Russian-Rumanian clash, and 
it is rumored that already the Rumanian 
government has in mind the mouth of the 
Danube. 
There may be nothing much iii all this 
war talk, but soviet Russia is a law unto 
herself and is still a good deal of a mys­ 
tery to the rest of the world. 
China and 
Rumania have found her a not very satis­ 
factory neighbor, but China herself is far 
from perfection, and Rumania was smitten 
with large 
ambitions 
as 
a result of the 
world struggle in which she picked the 
winning side. 
There is consolation iii the 
thought that the troubles which may be 
brewing are a long way from us and are 
hardly likely to spread widely.

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 14.—’The 
sunflower growing Industry in Mis­ 
souri, which has become a signifi­ 
cant farm factor in recent years, has 
leached the point w here Eastern fin­ 
anciers have become interested in 
tile possibilities of m anufacturing oil 
and other commodities n o m the seed 
of the plant. 
Eugene Tanke, a prom ­ 
inent New York capitalist, lias re­ 
cently been in this city to m ake an 
investigation of the experiments be­ 
ing carried on by tile various de­ 
p artm en ts of the state university to 
determ ine the uses and comparative 
value of the sunflower oil seed. 
Mr. T anke plans to operate a sun­ 
flower seed oil mill in connection 
with his large ranch in Imperial Val­ 
iev, California, 
li e expects, also, to 
glow sunflowers on a large scale. 
At the H om e Economics Departm ent 
of the University here,

found sunflower seed oil being used

branches of cooking and was shown 
a wide variety of oils m ade from the 


seed.

fallen off and there has been little 
I inter st in angling caused 
laity of
